accepting the revised text can lay the

Cold Blooded Assassination in San 


Francisco May Mean

Robert E. Glaze, the well known ho- 


tel man, who resided in Honolulu at 
the Hawaiian Hotel in the spring of 
1899 with his wife and stepchildren, 
and who was later'nmnager of the Hilo 
Hotel for a period, shot and killed bis 
partner, William Trewella, in the 
Windsor Hotel, San Francisco. 
The 


murder occurred on the night of Jan 
uary 14 while Trewella was laughing 
and joking with John O'Connor, the 
elevator boy, in one of the -dark hall- 
ways of the hotel. The San Francisco 
Chronicle characterizes the murder as 
a cold-blooded affair, and* says that 
Trewella met his death at the "bands 
of an assassin." A charge of murder 
has been placed against Glaze's name 
at the city prison, San Francisco. 


Glaze was at one time a clerk at the 


Baldwin Hotel, and while In that posi- 
tion, married Mrs. Shelley, a widow 
with four children. The widow was 
possessed of an ample fortune, suffi- 
cient to give Glaze a business more in 
keeping with the ambitions of his wife. 
They came to Honolulu on their wed- 
ding tour, accompanied by Mrs. Glaze's 
young daughter. They staid at the Ha- 
waiian Hotel, where Mrs. Glaze 
at- 
tracted considerable attentjpn by her 
manner of dressing, stylish, and at the 
same time rather eccentric, They lived 
well, and champagne Sowed freely at 
their table at dinner. Glaze secured 
a lease of the Hilo Hotel and went 
there with his family. 
He brought 
the hotel out of what was in reality a 
country tavern to a flourishing hostel- 
ry with metropolitan 
Glaze, however, while 
some, was disliked by 


improvements, 
popular with 
many on ac- 
count of his morose disposition. Final- 
ly the lease of the hotel was given up, 
as Mrs Glaze was not in-good health 
and they returned to San .Francisco 
of a sailing vessel. 


Trewella Was a Cornish miner who 
had accumulated some wealth, 
and 
was induced to put it into the Windsor 
Hotel with that of Glaze. 
He was 
fifty-four years old, and was known 
about the place as a kind hearted, and 
jovial man. Glaze maintained a silence 
about the shooting at first, but later 
told a reporter that he regretted the 
affair, and that he was -grieved that 
Trewella was dead. 
"But," continued he. "what could I 


do under the circumstances? My life 
was In danger; I had been threatened 
several times, and was not going to 
allow myself to be killed without de- 
fending myself. I have a< wife and 
family, and shot him because Ijthought 
that he was going to kill ma^ I did not 
mean to kill him, but I was very much 
excited." When asked whether he and 
Trewella had been quarreling, he said 
that they had frequent quarrels about 
business and family affairs, and that 
Trewella had threatened his life sev- 
eral times, as had some others, though 
he would not say who the others were. 
The bellboy said after the shooting 
Glaze ran past him and said, "If any- 


j body asks you anything about this, 
tell them he killed himself." 
Glaze 
then ran through the courtyard of th» 
hotel Into the office, where he threw 
away his pistol and cartridges. The as- 
sassin, he said, was standing In tbe 
dark so that he could not be seen 
from the kitchen or the hall when he 
fired the shots

At times despondent, he would talk over ihe matters with his wife, and com- 
plain of his hard lot, to which the wife would -respond that Ood s had acted 
queerly and' had given them both more than they could tear. They both real- 
Iced that her condition was Incurable and yesterday afternoon, Hermanson sug- 
gested that she should go to the Hospital for Incurables. 


tars. Hermanson expressed her willingness to do so, and, apparently satisfied, 
he went to the little shed that served the purpose of a bath house. Not hearing 
any sounds from the shed for some time, Mrs. Hermanson became worried and 
called to a little girl ^living next door and requested her to see what was the 
matter. 


Finding the door closed and fastened, she climbed to the top. and there, 
saw Hermanson in a sitting posture on the floor and partially suspended by a 
rope tied to the rafters overhead. .It is evident that the desperate man bad.

Health Board Asked to Per- 


mit X>Jd Cemeter) to 


Remain Open. 


Important questions arose in yester- 


day's session of the Board of Health re- 
specting the various cemeteries located 
In the city limits. A petition was read 
requesting that the old native cemetery 
at Moanalua be allowed to remain 
open for interments as of yore. The 
burial ground is located on a bluff, and 
could not be considered as a menace 
to public health as far as general lo- 
cation is concerned. It was believed 
that unless there were bona fide plot 
holders, the board could not go behind 
its previous resolution and grant per- 
mission. 
Attorney General Dole said: "I won- 
der whether we do not exceed our pow- 
ers. I don't know how long 4 dead 
body is dangerous to the public after 
burial. The Board of Health has power 
to prohibit Interments wherever they 
endanger public health, and it has 
power to do anything in reason for the 
protection of life and health, but I 
don't think it has the power to pre- 
scribe arbitrary limits to prevent in- 
terments where there Is no danger. 
This wreaks a hardship upon people 
and depreciates property assigned to a 
legitimate purpose."

MUST ALL HAVE 


TO REGISTER? 


Will all persons in Hawaii who have 


Chinese, blood In their veins, be com- 
pelled to go before the Internal Reve- 
nue collector to be registered under the 
recent interpretation of the law? Unit- 
ed States District Attorney Baird is of 
this opinion. The Internal Revenue or- 
flce also expresses the same view. If 
this is so, the status of hundreds o: 
persons who have heretofore 
been 
known as Hawaiian citizens will be in 
doubt until a ruling is obtained other- 
wise. 


Such an interpretation means that 
those born in Hawaii of Chinese pa- 
rents, or any combination of races 
wherein Chinese blood has been inter- 
mingled \tith that of other races, must 
be registered. This will affect many 
Hawaiian-Chinese of prominence, both 
financially and socially, and no end of 
trouble may be expected If an attempt 
is made to bring- them 
within 
the 
meaning of the law as Interpreted by 
the district attorney and tne Internal 
Revenue office 
These officials state 
that to avoid trouble of any nature it 
would be a wise thing for persons who 
are affected to present themselves for 
registration. 


A question will be raised as to wheth- 
er the Organic Act, which allowed all 
those who were citizens or the Repub- 
lic at the time the act went Into ef- 
fect. Is to be carried out to the letter, 
and as H was generally understood at 
the time of Its promulgation. 
The 
question will also be raised as to 
whether children born here of Chinese 
fathers and mothers of other races are 
to be called Chinese or Hawaiian born 
Colonel Baird says that the Kahn 


bill brings up 'many of these questions, 
and the status of Chinese residents, 
those who were-called "citizens," and 
bona fide residents, will be determined 
by the organic bill. 


Mr Baird contends that unless child- 


ren of Chinese-foreign parents were 
born in Hawaii after the annexation of 
the Islands, they should be subject to 
registration, as otherwise, without <a 
certificate, in the event of their visit- 
ing the Mainland they would be sub- 
ject to seizure by the collectors and 
be prevented from 
passing. Without 
such a passport he believes they would 
be sent back to this country. 


There Is a feeling that those inter- 
preting the laws upon the subject, are 
endeavoring to follow too closely along 
the lines of the Original Chinese Ex- 
clusion Act, without giving them Any 
atitude whatever to the provisions of 
':he'X)rganic Act annexing Hawaii to 
he United States.

Giving Hi> Reasons for 


Rash Act

'ORTURED with remorse, and pre- 
ferring 
death to arrest, E. C. 


, a member of the Terri- 


tortal band, committed suicide about 9 
o'clock last evening. 


Selecting the place where he had of- 


ten spent many hours at band practice, 
Kaufmann went to the music room of 
the old barracks on Hotel street, and 
holding the muzzle of a pistol in his 
mouth, pulled the trigger. The bullet 
passed through the skull, penetrating 
the «brain, and lodged in the celling 
overhead. 


Death must have resulted instantly, 


and from the position of the body it is 
evident that the unfortunate man was 
standing upright when he fired the 
fatal shot. 
R L Coswell, night watchman 
at 
the drillshed, was the first person to 
view the body after the rasn act haU 
been committed. National uuardsmen 
were engaged at drill during the even- 
ing, and Coswell noticing that the door 
of the music room was an locked, and 
the padlock missing, feared tnJB&omr 
one had «entered into the room, '/or a 
wrong purpose. 
The door was closed, but yielded 
readily to the touch. 
Coswell was 


forced to obtain light In order that he 
might view tbe interior, and as the 
dim light of a torch shed a ghostly 
shadow about the room, a gruesome 
sight met his gaze. 
Lying ti the floor In one corner of 
the sma'l room, was the body, the 
head and face covered with blood, and 
little rivulets of the life fluid flowing 
over the floor. The heaa was resting 
on the arm of an overturned chair, 
evidently upset as he fell. , 
Under the right knee the handle of 
the revolver could be seen protruding, 
and upon examination it was discover' 
ed to be of the Smith- & Wesson type, 
and of 89-cairbre. Only one shell had 
been--ftred, the remaining shells belne 
in'tn'elr'posftlon in the" cylinder. 
That Kaufmann set about the talf' 
flllment of the last act Is evident,, 
he left a note addressed to Captain 
Berger requesting him to call at 'the 
postofflce for a letter which would ex- 
plain everything. The note as is the 
letter, is written-in a firm hand that 
shows no evidence of fear. 
For the last time Kaufmann per- 
formed his part in the band practice 
during the afternoon, and listened to 
several musical selections by bis fel- 
low .musicians in the evening. 


The causes leading up to his final act 
were published in yesterday's Adver- 
tiser, after a careful Investigation, at 
th£ request of the mothers of several 
of the children. Fully conversant with 
the facts, Deputy Sheriff Chlllingworth 
was looking for Kaufmann all yester- 
day. Chlllingworth called at the lodg- 
ing house several times during the day, 
but was unable to find his man. Chil- 
lingworth's presence was noticed in the 
lodging house, and undoubtedly Kauf- 
mann was informed of it J C Cohen, 
manager of the lodging house, told 
Chlllingworth yesterday that It was 
common talk about the place that the 
police were inquiring for Kaufmann. 
Despite the fact that Chilling-worth 
had diligently sought Kaufmann, he 
was not aware until after the man bad 
killed himself, that High Sheriff Brown 
had yesterday afternoon 
sworn to a 
warrant for Kaufmann's arrest, on the 
charge of "lascivious conduct." Brown 
had sworn to the warrant after a thor- 
ough Investigation and Kaufmann was

Postmaster Oat was communicat- 
ed with and announced his willingness. to 
come down to- the office and procure iUe 
missive and put it in Captain Bergefs 
box. A hack was sent for him shortly 
tiler midnight. 


Mr. Oat reached the office at 1 
o'clock. In tbe city drop box were tour 
letters, one of .them to "Capt. H. Ber- 
ger, Director Hawaiian Government 
Band, Honolulu," addressed In a bold, 
nourishing hand. Mr. Oat placed tbe 
date mark on the letter, "I a. m., Jan. 
zS, and placed it in Captain Berger s 
box, from which It was taken and

Some traces of poison were found,! 
and Dr. Shorey is engaged in trying to 
find what the poison was. A man by 
the name of E. L. Straut has testified 
to having had conversation with a man 
on the Miowera who Is said to be the 
man who went to the Sailors- Home 
and died there. The deceased told 
Straut that he had a brother connect- j 
ed with one of the newspapers in Hllo, 
and that he was going to Hilo on the 
next steamer. He told the purser of 
the Miowera that be was a sailor. A 
sailor in a bunk near Shaanan, while 
he was at the Sailors' Home, says that 
be heard the man groan several, times 
only a few hours before be was: found 
dead. 
Captain Bray testified that the man 
arrived "at the home between 1 and 3 
o'clock on Sunday afternoon and en- 
gaged a room, paying for it two days 
in advance, and that be thinks that 
he gave his name as Samuel. He was 
not sure about the name. The man 
did not register, and he only asked him 
his name out of curiosity. Straut, the 
dead man's fellow passenger on the 
Miowera, said that Shaanan had told 
him that he was troubled wltb heart 
disease, and that recently his trouble 
had bothered him a great deal. At 
one time on the voyage down he was 
compelled to call upon one, of the pas- 
sengers for assistance in order to get 
to the porthole for air. He was very 
weak after this, and appeared so for 
the remainder of the trip to port. The 
coroner's Jury meets again tomorrow, 
when it is expected that Dr. Shorey 
will have completed his examination of 
the contents of- the stomach of the 
dead man. 
Chemist Shorey stated yesterday that 


from the appearance of the stomach 
there had evidently been an Irritant 
poison in it, for it was seamed where 
the ridges had contracted, leaving the 
spaces between clear and almost in a 
normal condition. When the contents 
were removed from the stomach these 
Irritated ridges were red; now they are 
black. This gave him the Impression 
Instantly that something besides heart 
disease was responsible for the man's 
death. 


One of the strangest of the phenome- 


na connected with the sailor's mysteri- 
ous demise Is IBe condition 
of his 


blood. During the post-mortem, when 
the skull waa opened, the blood was 
almost in tbe condition of that found 
in a living man. When the physicians 
laid him upon the slab his face was 
dark and purplish, and with every in- 
dication of death having ensued from 
suffocation. As the process of remov- 
ing the skull was being performed, and 
the blood ran from tbe orifice, it was 
noticed that the blood actually left the 
dead man's face which took on the pal- 
lor usual wltb dead men. 


The strange action of the blood wa* 


observed by the physician*, and the 
chemist took particular note of It. 
From the heart and the abdominal 
cavity he also scooped up some of tbe 
jb'ood, which he deposited In a glass 
!jar.

Allen' protested that he'had been mis- 
represented, and said he bad paid 1100 
to a lawyer to advise him as to th* 
method of-'procedure .against the Ad- 
vertiser for [libeling him. 
He also safld that the lawyer pocket- 
ed the fee /and told him it would be 
unwise to sue, as libel suits were 
long-drawn-out ahd expensive, and tha 
Advertiser was very careful of its 
facts. 
it is understood that the landlord of 
the house on Wilder avenue has asked 
Allen to vacate at the end of the 
month. Allen rented the bouse fur- 
nished, and merely moved in his 
gambling paraphernalia, a few glitter- 
ing- luxuries, and a miniature saloon. 
Allen is very liberal with wine, and 
the flies who dally about his web are 
filled with the good things of life be- 
fore he sucks them dry. 
Dr. Rodgers, a physician, whose of- 
fice is opposite the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association building on Hotel 
street, has a suspicion that he was 
singled out for prey by some of the 
same gang.

O. Smith, chairman of the Charter 
Committee, reported that they had 
been obliged to employ the services of 
a stenographer, and thus far had pre- 
pared forty-six pages of typewritten 
manuscript, which was only about one- 
tenth of the volume of the matter to 
be prepared. 


Smith said that a great deal of labor 
was involved, and that It was the 
sense of the committee to hold the 
matter already prepared until the en- 
tire charter could be submitted. 


It. li. McCandless, for the finance 


committee, reported progress and asked 
for moret time, which was granted. E. 
A. Mott-Smith, chairman of the com- 
mittee on statistics, reported that they 
had secured figures for the public 
health, sanitation and police depart- 
ments, but had thus far been dtaable 
to secure any figures on public instruc- 
tion or public works. 
Stewart then submitted the following 
resolution: ''Hesplved, that when re- 
port is made by the charter committee, 
that each section of the proposed char- 
ter receive, before n'nal adoption, 
reading af 'two different meetings." 
Smith objected to Its adoption at 
once; on the ground 'that it .did not go 
far enough, and, a warm .argument be- 
tween the franrer of the resolution ana 
Smith was s^on In progress. It was 
then moved to defer action, and anoth- 
er •argument was brought about when 
Stewart wanted to debate the ques- 
tion.

lunas that the skeletons had not been 
removed, nor had anything been dis- 
turbed since the first investigation was 
made. Mr. Dayton made his way 
through the thick growth of lantana, 
and found the skeletons, minus the 
skulls. 


"I thought they had been taken away 
and buried," said Mr. Dayton last ev- 
ening, "but there they were. I investi- 
gated them carefully. First, I picked 
up some of the lumps which seemed to 
have once formed a part of their cloth- 
ing. 
I opened one lump carefully and 
found it to be, presumably, a piece of 
calico; even the print was discernible. 
A lump of cloth taken from the sides 
of the bones of the man showed to me 
that he had worn a brown coat. To 
my mind the bones are unmistakably 
those of a man and a woman, as 
stated in the Advertiser. Looking 
around for something else, I took a 
stick and poked It among the bones 
of the breast and found two gold col- 
lar buttons. Further down I round a 
Hawaiian quarter. 


"My chief discovery, however, was 
that of a bullet, flattened out, and 
lying about two feet from the place 
where the woman's head had been. The 
prison luna said it was a 32-eallbrf. 
^*e humerus was split, showing clearly 
that It had been broken by a violent 
blow, such as would be produced by • 
the Impact of a bullet.
